College) consist of the General Overseer, two As- 

sistant General Overseers, General Secretary and 
Treasurer,. Editor-in-Chief, National Youth Director, 
Business Manager, Executive Missions Secretary, Missions 
Field Representative, and Editor of The LIGHTED 
PATHWAY. One or more of these have lived in Cleveland 
for approximately forty-five years. During these forty- 
five years, only one home has ever been built them. In 
1939 a home was built for the General Overseer at a cost 
of approximately $6,500. The rest lived in rented homes 
or old homes purchased and remodeled, or furnished 
their own homes. 

When Brother Chesser was selected as Assistant Gen- 
eral Overseer eight years ago, because no home was 
available in Cleveland, he moved to Atlanta where he 
lived four months until a home was purchased in Cleve- 
land. The newly purchased home had only two private 
bedrooms. There he had to sleep his family and enter- 
tain his guests for the rest of the four years he served. 
Of course, at the time the home was purchased the com- 
mittee did not intend to keep it permanently, but v we are 
still using it. 

When R. R. Walker was selected as Secretary and 
Treasurer, no provision had been made for him a place 
to live, as Brother Boehmer, the former Secretary, had 
furnished his own home. So Brother Walker and family 
moved into the two-bedroom home with Brother Chesser 
(a third room could be used for a bedroom, but was not 
private) for several weeks until the College gave up one 
of its homes for the General Secretary. 

When Brother Conn came to Cleveland as Editor of 
The LIGHTED PATHWAY, he moved his family to At- 
lanta and for awhile stayed in the Cherokee Hotel, pay- 
ing his own hotel expense. Then he moved in with Broth- 
er Chesser and stayed until a home could be secured. 
Brother Conn has ten in the family, but only two small 
bedrooms. Ten of them cannot crowd into the two small 
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PY Q 00m, so Sister Conn must put up a bed in the kitchen 


each night. The kitchen is not large enough for the bed 
and for Sister Conn to cook, so each morning before she 
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can start breakfast she must get the children up and 
take the bed down. This she is still doing and has been 
doing for more than four years. In the winter the whole 
family must dress in the living room around a coal 
heater, as they have no other heat in the house. This is a 
little embarrassing at times, especially when they have 
company. 

Last year a medern home was built for the General 
Overseer. I am living in it. At that time some of the 
brethren felt we should build two more, but others felt 
that one home a year was enough, so we stopped there. 


AT THE LAST GENERAL ASSEMBLY a sec- 
ond Assistant General Overseer was selected. As he had 
no place to move, and with serious sickness and later 
death in the family, he was forced to remain at the Col- 
lege, in the President’s home, for a month after the Gen- 
eral Assembly, forcing the incoming President of Lee Col- 
lege to live off the campus in a small apartment while 
many of his clothes and other personal and valuable be- 
longings were stored in a garage in the back of the Presi- 
dent’s home. The new Assistant General Overseer finally 
moved to a hotel for a few weeks and is now living in two 
two-room apartments where he has two kitchens, two 
bathrooms, two bedrooms, but no sitting room, while a 
home is being built. 

This explains why three homes are being built in Cleve- 
land—one for each of the Assistant General Overseers 
and one for the General Secretary. Brother Conn, Editor- 
in-Chief, will move into the former General Overseer’s 
home near the Publishing House. The Business Mana- 
ger will take the former Assistant General Overseer’s 
home on Walker Street, and the Editor of The LIGHTED 
PATHWAY is expected to take the home where the Busi- 
ness Manager has been living on Trunk Street. The home 
where Brother Conn is and the home formerly occupied 
by the Editor-in-Chief are to be sold.

ESUS CAME into the world to seek and save 
the lost.

| yet received Him. Have you welcomed Christ 
into your life? If not, at this very moment He is seeking 
to enter your heart. “Behold, I stand at the door, and 
knock: if any man hear my voice, and open the door, I 
will come in to him, and will sup with him, and he with 
me,” Revelation 3:20. 

Unsaved friend, please read on. Christ is at the very 
door of your heart, desiring admission. He is near to you. 
He is as close to you as the chair upon which you are 
sitting, the floor upon which you are standing, or the bed 
upon which you are lying. Christ is not a thousand miles 
from you. He is as near as He can be to you without being 
inside, and He wants to be there.

Holman Hunt painted a beautiful picture of Christ 
standing, knocking at a door.

I intentionally left the latch off the door because the 
door to the human heart can be opened only from with- 
in,”

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What Shall We Read Today? 


By CHESTER SHULER 


HAT SHALL WE READ TODAY?” is a ques- 
tion of greater importance today than ever 
before, yet all too infrequently asked, even 
of ourselves. It becomes an increasingly 
important query as the volume of reading 
matter available to the public increases— 

much of which is neither beneficial, uplifting, helpful, 
nor Christian in content. 

Many times each day we are called upon to answer this 
question. We do so—consciously or unconsciously. And 
the result of our decision often proves the truth of the 
old adage: “Show me your private library or the materi- 
al you habitually enjoy reading, and I will tell you both 
what and where you are.” 

Unless we possess strong convictions in the matter, we 
shan’t likely stop even to question our reading matter, 
and yet, this is so very necessary if we would grow in 
grace and in the Christian life. 

Some twenty-seven years ago, we read an article in 
which the author stated: “The present growing distaste 
for ‘solid’ reading is alarming to those who think serious- 
ly upon its meaning. For this distaste is particularly no- 
ticeable among young people—although certainly it is not 
confined to the young. Newspapers, so-called ‘religious’ 
novels, sensational tales, all sorts of trashy reading so 
easily obtainable from newsstands or corner drug stores, 
are eagerly devoured, while books of genuine worth gath- 
er dust, unread, in library and among our personal pos- 
sessions.” 

Surely, we know that things have not changed for the 
better! 

The same problem exists now as then, except that it is 
greater because there is more harmful reading matter 
now than there was then. 

We may depend on it that our reading proves what we 
are and where we are. If it is light and frivolous, our 
state is the same. If our Christianity is of a solid and 
earnest type, it will influence the selection of our reading 
matter, and the Bible will certainly have first place in 
our library and in our reading. Its perusal will be ha- 
bitual and voluntary, never done from a “sense of duty” 
or to keep the dust off the Book, but because we get genu- 
ine enjoyment from such reading. Its message will bring 
joy to our souls. We shall certainly realize the true mean- 
ing of the Spirit’s declaration that “blessed is he that 
readeth” (Revelations 1:3, f.c.). 





THERE IS always, to everyone, a strong 
temptation to read something other than the Bible. Many 
Christians face the same temptation daily. Newspapers 
and magazines are attractively presented. The urge to 
“keep abreast of the times’”—particularly in these rapidly 
changing times—is strong, and, in its place, important. 
But there is always the temptation to overdo, to neglect 
the Bible and food for the soul and spirit. 
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There is a very good reason why this is so. Satan has a 
fierce hatred for the Word of God. He knows that it is 
the Sword of the Spirit which can surely spoil his plans. 
Jesus used it effectively upon him in the wilderness temp- 
tation (Matthew 4). Saints have used it ever since. There- 
fore, if he can prevent people from reading, studying, 
memorizing the Word of God, he will do so. 

In some lands today, reading the Bible is a crime. But 
Satan does not usually resort to violence to keep Chris- 
tians from the Word. He works by more subtle, shrewd, 
methods. He causes worldly reading matter to seem more 
attractive—if he can. Study and research are used as 
reasons for putting our time on other things. Perhaps 
the greatest ally in Satan’s campaign against the Bible 
is the newspaper. 

Some time ago the London Christian, referring espe- 
cially to conditions in England, sounded this warning, 
which is so applicable to our own land and day as well: 


“The gradual and insidious way in which the daily 
newspapers are superseding all serious reading on the 
part of many professing Christians is a fact fraught with 
serious and lamentable consequences. The Bible is rapidly 
becoming the ‘most bepraised and the least beread’ book 
in the world. Its august message, its spiritual appeal, its 
open windows of insight into the mysteries of redemption 
are little known to the rising generation, compared with 
those of days gone by. Religious persons of old knew their 
Bibles from cover to cover; today many who would be 
shocked not to be called Christians, know it only at sec- 
ondhand, and that very imperfectly.” 

Satan has another motive in keeping folks away from 
the Book. He knows that.just as a child cannot grow and 
become strong without the proper nourishment, so a 
Christian cannot grow in. grace and spiritual strength 
unless he feeds regularly upon the Word. It is Satan’s 
business, therefore, to see that God’s children starve spir- 
itually—and that they starve themselves! For who can 
doubt the fact that the person who neglects the Word of 
God entirely or who can take the time merely to cast his 
eye hastily over a verse or two—yet can spare hours for 
newspaper and magazine reading, watching television, 
looking at the radio, talking sports, etc.—will be spiritual- 
ly starved very soon? 

“But what’s the harm in reading a novel or short story 
if it teaches a good lesson?” someone asks. Certainly not 
all secular reading matter can be classed as “bad” or 
“harmful,” but one of the gravest dangers of habitual 
reading of light and “popular” matter is that it makes 
the Bible and other worth-while books seem uninterest- 
ing. Sensational reading feeds the carnal nature and 
starves the soul and spirit. It helps throw one’s life off 
balance. It ministers to the “old nature” instead of the 
new. It makes “lean” Christians.

HY NOT ACCEPT CHRIST in order to 
stay out of hell? I have been told that 
a person ought not to become a Chris- 
tian just to avoid perdition. But, after 
giving the matter consideration, I have 
come to the conclusion that if any per- 

son is willing to do as Jesus has commanded in order to 
escape hell, he most certainly would be justified. Don’t 
you think it would be much better to go to heaven be- 
cause of fearing hell than to have no fears and to wake 
up in the regions of the lost? The subject of hell is not 
popular with many people, but does that quench the 
fire of the inferno? No, the fire burns on. God has tried 
to blockade hell by the blood of Jesus, yet many seem so 
determined to reside in hell. It is not the pleasure of God 
for any person to perish, but all possible so-called chan- 
nels to avoid hell are closed when Jesus is refused. Christ 
pressed the point of repentance until He left only one al- 
ternative—repent or perish. Then, why should Chris- 
tians treat this important subject lightly? If ministers 
will preach more hell, there will be more people ready for 
heaven. 

Luke 13:3, “I tell you, Nay; but, except ye repent, ye 
shall all likewise perish.” This was a sober warning from 
the Saviour. This was not given to tickle the ear; it was 
given to throw a scare into the heart. This was not given 
to amuse; it was given to keep the souls of humanity 
from burning in hell. The disposition now becomes a per- 
sonal affair. Resign your soul to Satan this side of the 
grave, and he will be your companion in misery forever. 


WILL GOD SEND A SOUL TO HELL? 


YES, GOD will send a soul to hell, but that 
soul must first refuse heaven. This may seem to be a 
bold assertion, but it is Biblical.

wants to surround man with His goodness. God encour- 
ages man to exercise the power of choosing righteousness 
and not evil. If God had His way, every man would be 
holy; every woman would be virtuous; and youth would 
sing His praises from a tender and consecrated heart. 

If a person is to affect his future life for good, then he 
must make a definite decision for God in this world. It is 
terrible to think of the brevity of life, and then how slow 
and indifferent some react to the persuasion of friends 
and the wooing of the Holy Ghost. Many may postpone 
his repentance to God in this life, but he will definitely 
come to it in the world to come. However, it will then be 
repentance without receiving pardon; tears of sorrow, 
but to no avail.

their works. And the sea gave up the dead which were in 
it; and the death and hell delivered up the dead which 
were in them: and they were judged every man accord- 
ing to their works. And death and hell were cast into the 
lake of fire. This is the second death. And whosoever was 
not found written in the book of life was cast into the 
lake of fire.” You can rest assured that when the docket 
is all cleared at the judgment bar of God, it will be the 
greatest and the most extensive prosecution of sin of 
which the world has ever known. When sad, sorrowful, 
lonely souls depart from the presence of God on the way 
to hell, it will be terrible. It will not be a time of mirth 
and laughter, but rather a time of anguish of soul and 
remorse of conscience. My God, sinners, stop now, I beg 
you in the name of Jesus and confess your sins and have 
faith in the blood of the Son of God. Then bypass hell 
by taking the road of Calvary. “The way of the cross 
leads home.” 


WHY SHOULD MAN REPENT TO GOD? 


Romans 3:23, “All have sinned, and come 
short of the glory of God.” This proves conclusively that 
there is a need for deliverance from sin in all hearts. God 
appraised the human family and then declared that 
there was a universal need for the plan of redemption 
from sin. His report was a most factual proclamation. 

Man was guilty of offending a gracious God. He had 
transgressed against the high oracles of the Almighty. He 
had walked in the ways of the transgressor. He had be- 
come defiled by the slime of sin. He had connived with 
Satan and ran greedily after all unrighteousness. In his 
pursuit for sinful pleasure he lost the true sense of last- 
ing valuation. He had fallen so far that it was beyond 
his ability to rectify his misdemeanor. Man had the pow- 
er to fall, but it now demanded the cooperation of God 
and the blood of Jesus to produce a plan for a restoration. 
Sin dulled the perception of man in holy things and 
gave him a grievous load to bear. 

Nothing can destroy man faster than sin. The dread- 
ful results of sin can be seen in the human wrecks on 
the highway of life. Some laugh at sin, but that will not 
dilute the narcotics of iniquity. Sin is to be more feared 
than the bite of the Gila monster, or the cobra serpents 
of India. Did you know that sin is the driving force to 
destruction? When sin helps to close the coffin on an- 
other victim, then Satan has been instrumental in de- 
stroying a soul and populating hell. Why let sin force you 
to commit eternal suicide? If a person will repent to God 
because of sins, God through Jesus Christ will forgive 
sins and will absolutely and abundantly pardon. 

Yes, man should repent because of sin. The sinner must 
have his sins removed, or be stamped, marked, and 
scarred by the brand of Satan. Sin is a weight; sin is a 
burden; sin is a load; and sin is destructive. Sin is re- 
sponsible for broken homes, broken hearts, and broken 
vows to God. Proverbs 14:9, “Fools make a mock of sin.” 
The devastation of sin is not to be taken lightly. The per- 
son who makes a mock of sin lives in fools’ paradise. 
Pity the poor person who lives in fools’ paradise, works 
in fools’ paradise, hopes in fools’ paradise, dies in fools’ 
paradise, and then wakes up to the horrible fact that he 
has played the fool. If you walk with sin, talk with sin, 
live in sin, die in sin, don’t expect God to pour water from

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TTTHING tho the Wold Whe Yun

HE FIRST specific mention of tithing in the 
Bible is to be found in Genesis 14:20, which 
records that Abraham paid tithes to Mel- 
chizedek. Where did Abraham get the idea 
of tithing? 

“In the beginning, God.” And GOD made 
man in His own image. Man, falling into sin, did not en- 
tirely lose the image of God. Implanted in him was the 
spirit of worship. No nation has ever been found where 
this spirit did not exist. All along the track of history, al- 
tars, offerings, and worship are found. With this trinity 
of God-given gifts goes the practice of tithe-paying. 

THE UNIVERSALITY of the custom to build altars, to 
make offerings, and to worship is admitted to be a strong 
evidence that this custom came down from Eden. 

If altars, offerings, and worship came with Abraham 
out of Babylonia, where did he get his idea of tithing? 
From the same source, of course, and all came to the 
heathen from the original pure fountain. 

One hundred and fifty-three years after Abraham paid 
tithes to Melchizedek, his grandson Jacob made a vow at 
Bethel, recognizing the tithe as belonging to God (Gene- 
Sis 28:22, 23). 

Four hundred and twelve years after Abraham’s paying 
tithes, when Moses organized the Jewish people into a 
nation, the tithe, by divine direction, was written into the 
law. 

Clement, Justin Martyr, Irenaeus, Tertullian, Cyprian, 
Jerome, Ambrose, Augustine, Chrysostom, Cassian, He- 
rodotus, Diodorus, Siculus, Xenophon, and many other 
writers of the early centuries of the Christian era testify 
that tithing was known and practiced by ancient people 
other than the Jews down through the apostolic age and 
the early centuries following. Tithing was a common 
practice of both the Jews and the early Christians. How 
are we to account for the knowledge of ancient people of 
this law? 

It is entirely reasonable to believe that up to the time 
of the building of the tower of Babel and the confusion of 
tongues (Genesis 11) all peoples understood this law and 
practiced it. That would not have been difficult, for three 
persons reached back to the Garden of Eden; namely, 
Noah, Enoch, and Adam, so that it was a simple matter 
to hand down this law from Adam to Enoch, and from 
Enoch to Noah, and from Noah to his children, thus to 
the tower of Babel. 


When the Lord came down and confused their lang- 
uage, thus dividing the race into groups which became 
the foundations of nations, these groups would each 
transfer by word of mouth and by daily practice this law 
to their descendants, thus perpetuating the custom. 


When these nations forgot God and turned to idols, 
they continued to tithe, transferring the tithe to the sup- 
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port of heathen systems of religion. This accounts for the 
fact that in every ancient nation we find the custom of 
tithing well established and universal. Mr. Adam Clarke 
says, ‘Almost all nations of the earth have agreed to give 
one tenth to religious use.” 

So we have undeniable evidence that from the Garden 
of Eden to Christ and His apostles, tithing was an estab- 
lished fact, practiced by both Jews and heathen. 

IT IS NOW our desire to trace tithing down through 
the apostolic and post-apostolic periods, and to do so we 
must try to discover what the church fathers had to say 
about tithing. 

CLEMENT 

Clement, born the year Jesus was baptized, wrote a let- 
ter to the Corinthians somewhere between 68 and 97 A. D. 
In this letter he says, “It behooves us to do all things 
which the Lord has commanded us to do at stated times. 
He has enjoined offerings, not to be performed thought- 
lessly or irregularly. These, therefore, that present their 
offerings at the appointed time are accepted and 
blessed.” 

AN ANCIENT RECORD 

The document known as “The Teaching of the Apos- 
tles” dates back to 120 A.D. Here we read, “But every 
true prophet that is willing to abide among you is worthy 
of his support. So also a true teacher. ... EVERY FIRST 
FRUIT; therefore, of the products of the wine press and 
threshing floor. ... thou shalt take and give to the proph- 
ets, for they are your high priests. But if ye have not a 
prophet, give to the poor.” 

CLEMENT OF ALEXANDRIA 

A century later; Clement of Alexandria made the same 
argument. “The tithes of the fruits and of the flocks 
taught piety toward the deity, for it was from these and 
from the first fruits that the priests were maintained. We 
now, therefore, understand that we are instructed in 
piety, and in liberality, and in justice, and in humanity, 
by the law.” 

JUSTIN MARTYR 

Justin Martyr, who lived A.D. 110-165, shows how the 
church in his day was continuing the apostolic spirit of 
giving, like the church in Jerusalem, whose gifts far ex- 
ceeded the tithe, and was sufficient to care for all. 

TERTULLIAN and ORIGEN 

We must pass the testimony of Tertullian, A.D. 145-220, 
and of Origen, A.D. 185-254, on to you. Only mentioning 
this, he says, “We offer first fruits to Him to whom we 
send our prayers.” He then asks a question worthy of our 
consideration, “HOW CAN OUR RIGHTEOUSNESS EX- 
CEED THAT OF THE SCRIBES AND PHARISEES, WHO 
PAY TITHES AND FIRST FRUITS, IF WE DO NONE OF 
THESE THINGS?” 

CYPRIAN 
Cyprian, A.D. 200-258, chides those who do not pay the 
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tithe. “They used to give for sale houses and estates that 
they might have treasures in heaven. NOW WE DO NOT 
EVEN GIVE THE TITHE, and while our Lord bids us sell, 
we buy and add to our store. Thus has the strength of 
believers grown weak.” 
THE APOSTOLIC CONSTITUTION 

In the Apostolic Constitution, A.D. 300 we read, “OF 
THE FIRST FRUITS AND TITHES, and after what man- 
ner the bishop is himself to partake of them and dis- 
tribute them to others. Let him use these tenths and first 
fruits which are given according to the command of God, 
as a man of God. So, also, let him dispense in a right 
manner the freewill offerings which are brought in on 
account of the fear ... The Levites who attended upon 
the tabernacle partook of those things which were of- 
fered to God by all the people. .. . You, therefore, O bish- 
ops, are priests and Levites, ministering to the church. 
. .. for those who attend upon the church ought to be 
maintained by the church . . . Now you ought to know 
that although the Lord has delivered you from the ad- 
ditional bonds and does not permit you to sacrifice irra- 
tional creatures for sin offerings. ... yet He has nowhere 
freed you from those oblations which you owe to the 
priest, nor from doing good to the poor.” 

AUGUSTINE 

Augustine, A.D. 354-430: “Our ancestors used to abound 
in wealth of every kind for this very reason that they 
used to GIVE TITHES and pay the tax to Caesar. Now, 
on the contrary, because devotion to God has ceased the 
drain of the treasury has increased. WE HAVE BEEN 
UNWILLING TO SHARE THE TITHES WITH GOD, NOW 
THE WHOLE IS TAKEN AWAY .. .I cannot keep back 
what He who died for us said while He was alive, ‘Except 
your righteousness shall exceed the righteousness of the 
scribes and Pharisees ye shall in no case enter into the 
kingdom of heaven.’ THEY GAVE A TENTH. HOW IS IT 
WITH YOU? Ask yourselves. Consider what you spend on 
mercy, what you reserve for luxury.” Can you imagine 
anything more up-to-date than this? 

CHRYSOSTOM 

Chrysostom, A.D. 347-407: “They gave tithes and tithes 
upon tithes for orphans and widows and strangers, 
whereas someone was saying to me in astonishment at 
another, ‘Why such a one gives tithes?’ What a load of 
disgrace does this expression imply since what was not a 
matter of wonder with the Jews has come to be so in the 
case of the Christian! If there was danger then in omit- 
ting tithes, think how great it must be now... . If he who 
is giving the half achieves no great thing, he who does 
not bestow so much as a tenth, of what shall he be 
worthy?” 

; CASSIAN 

Cassian of the fifth century emphasizes the same 
thought: “Even if those who faithfully offer tithes and 
are obedient to the more ancient precepts of the Lord, 
cannot yet climb the heights of the gospel, you can see 
very clearly how far short of it those fall who do not even 
do this.” 

THE COUNCILS OF THE CHURCH 

As the Church fathers speak with one voice on this 
subject, so have the councils of the Church. The Coun- 
cil of Macon passed the following decree in A.D. 575:“... 
The divine laws also taking care of the ministers of the 
Church that they might have their hereditary portion, 
have commanded all people to pay the tithe, that the 
clergy, being hindered by no sort of employment, may be 
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at leisure for the spiritual duty of their ministry, which 
laws the whole body of Christians for a long time kept in- 
violate, but now by degrees almost all of them have 
shown themselves prevaricators of those laws, since they 
neglect to fulfill the things which have been divinely or- 
dained.” 

Ten other councils of the Church, up until A.D. 790, 
have ordered all Christians to tithe; -viz, the councils of 
Ancyra, Grange, Orlenas, Metz, Tours, Neville Routen, 
Nantes, Toledo, and Femli. Tithing was well established 
in the time of Charlemagne and made imperative by the 
legatine councils in England. 

Thus we see what unanimity of opinion there was 
among the ancient fathers of the Christian Church. 
Their testimony is valuable in establishing the practice of 
the earliest Christian centuries. For this practice there 
must have been apostolic endorsement and apostolic pre- 
cedent.—The Pentecostal Pulpit.

Proverbs 14:34, “Righteousness exalteth a nation: but 
sin is a reproach to any people.” Righteousness will ele- 
vate the standard of any nation, but sin will plunder, cor- 
rupt, and bring a nation to national degradation and 
shame. A great German general said that Germany had 
forgotten God, and now God had forgotten Germany. 
Germany may have forgotten God, but the God of mercy 
still has His eyes on Germany and all the other nations 
of the world.

But there is 
coming a time when sin will be the means of causing an 
eternal separation from all that is good and holy. Yes, 
only fools make a mock of sin.

The solution 
in this fountain has never lost its power to dissolve the 
shackles of sin and set the captive of sin free by the pow- 
er of God. Souls can still plunge into that fountain and 
lose, or be cleansed of, all guilty stains.

GOAT RIDGE

E AROSE early on the morning of October 21, 
VW: I had an appointment at the Goat Ridge 
church, in the parish of St. Thomas. I had 

heard of this church but had never visited it; however, I 
was anxious to do so, and this was my opportunity. 
My principal purpose for the visit was to ordain Elder 
J. L. Gooden, the pastor of the church and parish over- 
seer of the St. Thomas Parish. The Jamaicans are great 
people for pomp and display in any ceremonial service, 
and when a minister is ordained, it is a great occasion, 
and a fitting service must be arranged. Therefore, this 
service had been planned and advertised for some time. 

As it is many times lonely traveling in the country, I 
often take one of our children with me. The children 
like these trips with me; therefore, they organize the 
trips, each one taking his turn when it comes. This par- 
ticular morning it was Barbara’s turn to accompany me. 
We left immediately after breakfast. 

We usually take some water and a little picnic lunch 
on these trips. It is especially important that we take 
some water, as the water in many parts of the country 
is not suitable to use. I often wonder how the native peo- 
ple escape being sick. I believe much of their fevers of 
which they suffer much is due to the water they drink. 
Many of them drink from the rivers, and the country is 
thickly populated. Many drink from pits where the water 
has run from the roofs of the buildings. These pits are 
most always open; therefore, the fowls, as well as bugs, 
spiders, and other insects have access to the water, not 
to mention frogs, which I have seen swimming in the 
water. 

As befitting the occasion, I was, if possible, to carry 
with me some of the dignitaries of the Church; there- 
fore, I stopped by the home of the pastor of the head- 
quarters church, the Rev. L. W. Higgins. Brother Higgins 
gladly accompanied me, also. 

We took the road east from Kingston. It was a beauti- 
ful morning, with the beaches and blue waters of the 
Caribbean on the right of the road, and the towering 
peaks of the blue mountains rising above the clouds in 
the distance on our left. After some twenty miles we 
came to the Yallahs River. Up until this time I was on 
familiar ground, as I had traveled this same road some 
two months before on my way to visit the brethren in 
the village of Heartease a few days after the dreadful 
hurricane of August 17. When we came to the fork of the 
road at the river, we did not cross the river, but took the 
left road. The road followed the river through the nar- 
row valley between the mountains. All along we could 
see the debris of the homes and other buildings that had 
been destroyed by the hurricane. We noticed, too, many 
logs and whole trees that had been uprooted by the storm 
and water. After some ten miles on this road, we reached 
the point where we must cross the river in order to con- 
tinue the journey to Goat Ridge. 

We parked the car and were pleased to see that some 
of the people had come to meet us with horses and one 
mule. The man in charge of the animals looked Rev. 
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Higgins, Barbara, and me over with a scrutinizing eye, 
and, noting that I weighed in the neighborhood of 200 
pounds, he immediately announced that I was to ride 
the big mule, since he was the strongest animal and was 
more able to carry my weight. I asked which was the 
most gentle and docile of the horses, and was told that a 
bay horse with white feet and white spot in the forehead 
was very gentle. So I told the men that Barbara was to 
ride the gentle horse (which was not so gentle as was 
proved later). Mounting the animals we were on the way 
to traverse the remaining two miles to the church of our 
destination. In the car we had been traveling steadily 
upward for several miles, but now we turned down a 
sharp incline to cross the river. There was no bridge 
whatsoever, and the road was completely washed away, 
leaving steep banks and a rushing, swirling torrent of 
water to cross. I wondered how the animals could ever 
get down the bank and across the stream, the current 
of water being swift and approximately three feet deep, 
with deeper spots in some places, and huge stones scat- 
tered over the river bottom. But, as we had to cross, I 
gave my mule a kick in the ribs, released the bridle 
reins and let him find his own way down to the river, 
and into and across the water. I had to hold my feet 
high to keep from getting them wet. I also had to keep 
an eye on Barbara, she being only eleven years old and 
not accustomed to riding. Needless to say, it was a relief 
when we floundered up the distant bank. 


THE TRAIL that we traveled from the river 
on to the church is hard to describe. To the natives with 
us, it was just another trip, but to Barbara and me it was 
something else, quite different indeed to our usual way 
of travel. The trail led us around the sheer face of the 
mountain, making sharp contours around the ridges and 
depressions in the mountain. I noticed that we were 
climbing higher and higher at a very sharp angle. Some- 
times there was not more than three feet between the 
feet of the horses and a sheer drop to the ravines or river 
below. The distance to the bottom gradually increasing 
until, when we were almost to the church, I judged that 
the river was at least five thousand feet below us. The 
decline was so steep that it seemed one could throw a 
stone far enough out to drop in the ribbon of water be- 
low. But we moved on without incident. We at last came 
around a sharp point and could hear the people singing 
in the distance. My, did that singing sound good! I am 
not sure, but if my memory serves me right, it was the 
song that says, “Somewhere beyond the blue there is a 
mansion for me.” In traveling some of these mountain 
trails one is made to feel sometimes that the mansion is 
quite near. Thank God for victory in Jesus, and the as- 
surance that we are ready for the mansion when Jesus 
bids us come up higher. 

The church building, a little frame structure, was sit- 
ting on a little level spot right on the point of a very 
high ridge. It seemed to me that as we dismounted in the 
churchyard, we had gone just as far as it was possible to 
go, but later I noticed a trail back of the building leading 
on still higher. I thought to myself that Goat Ridge was 
quite an appropriate name for this place. I was told at 
the noon hour, by the deacon, that they were changing 
the name to Mt. Zion. I whole-heartedly endorsed the 
proposed change in name. 


AS WE ENTERED the building, the entire 
congregation arose in honor to the bishop and party. 
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(The island overseer here is always bishop to the people, 
and he is known and addressed as such.) Songs of wel- 
come were sung and a welcome address delivered by the 
pastor. Rev. Higgins preached the morning message, as I 
was to speak in the afternoon, at which time the ordi- 
nation of the minister was to be. An all-day meeting had 
been planned for the occasion, and several pastors from 
the other churches of God scattered throughout the par- 
ish were present to enjoy the service and add whatever 
they could to its success. It was quite appropriate, I felt, 
as we enjoyed the curry goat the people had prepared 
for our lunch. Yes, goat taste just fine after a strenuous 
climb up some of these mountains. 

The Lord blessed in the ordination service. As I asked 
Elder J. L. Gooden to sit on the rostrum, I noticed that 
many eyes were filled with tears, as were my own, and 
I knew the people were crying because our brother was 
sitting alone. His wife, according to custom, should have 
been sitting at his side, but she had lost her life in the 
hurricane while trying desperately to escape the falling 
timbers with her two small children. But we were com- 
forted in that we felt sure, from the Christian life that 
she had lived, she was at rest with her God. No more 
trials, no more steep trails to climb, no more hunger and 
sickness for her, as God had called her home. I have 
never been in an ordination service where I felt closer 
to God than I did in this service. A native brother had 
proved himself a faithful servant of the Church of God 
and Jesus Christ, and was being ordained to the highest 
rank of our ministry. 

When it was time to go, my mule was led out and sad- 
dled, and the whole congregation came out to see me 
mount. Barbara was already on her horse, and I had to 
hurry as I did not want her to get far from me on this 
hazardous trail. And too, it may have been that I still 
felt young and wanted the people to know it. Anyway, 
my mind was to spring lightly into the saddle. So, placing 
my foot in the stirrup, gathering the rein in my hand, 
and flexing my muscles, I started to spring astride the 
mule. But alas, the saddle girth had not been properly 
cinched, leaving it loose and the saddle just sitting on 
the mule’s back. As a result, down came the saddle, and 
me with it. A little more and I would have gone under 
the belly of the mule—quite an undignified show at 
horsemanship. When the girth was properly tightened 
and adjusted, I was able to mount, and in a much more 
cautious manner. As I came down the side of the mule, I 
heard much snickering from different points in the 
crowd, but some of the older people, with much effort I 


feel, kept a straight face. 

I asked Rev. Higgins to take the lead, and I placed 
Barbara’s horse just behind him and my mule following, 
so I could watch Barbara and prevent any mishap if her 
horse became irritable or unmanageable. All went well 
until we had crossed the river, then, very unexpectedly, 
Barbara’s horse broke into a gallop, passing Brother Hig- 
gins before he was aware of what was happening. I called 
to two men by the road to stop the horse, but they were 
too slow. Barbara was doing her utmost to stop the horse, 
but he had taken the bit in his teeth, and she was not 
strong enough to stop him. I attempted to get my mule 
to a faster gait, but he was slow in responding to my 
kicks, and when I did get him going he was no match 
for the runaway horse, for such he had become. Needless 
to say, I was much frightened, knowing that Barbara 
was a novice at horse riding. But I noticed she was riding 
like a veteran, standing in the stirrups and sawing on the 
bridle rein. The horse was getting faster and faster, and 
was soon several hundred feet in front of all of us. Many 
thoughts flashed through my mind as the horse rounded 
a curve and the saddle almost slipped sideways, but 
somehow Barbara managed to right it and keep her seat. 
Then they were lost from my view. At first I had called 
on the Lord to help, and He did not fail us. Some half 
mile down the road a little girl was playing in her yard 
above the road. When she saw the horse running so fast, 
she immediately saw that the rider was in trouble and 
could not manage the horse. So she called to a young 
man to stop the horse, which he did, grabbing the reins 
as the horse dashed by him. I was so thankful when I 
came up and found my little girl safe. She had dis- 
mounted as soon as the horse was stopped, and she was 
very angry at the horse, but thankful that she was not 
injured. I thanked the young man from the depth of my 
heart for stopping the horse, and gave him a small re- 
ward. As I looked at the rugged road the horse ran over, 
I could not understand how such a small child could 
have possibly stayed in the saddle, but God rides these 
missionary trails with us. It is His work, and we trust 
in Him. These things we most surely believe. 

It was raining and the lights were on when we reached 
Kingston and home again. Another day is.done, another 
task performed. God’s work on the many mission fields 
must keep moving, at Goat Ridge and other places. We, 
on the field, will do the work. You, at home, keep us at 
work by your finance and prayers. Some golden day- 
break the great Shepherd of our souls will come, and we 
all want to hear Him say WELL DONE.

The district convention for the 
churches on this district has just 
come to a close, and even though it 
lasted only two nights, it was indeed 
a blessing to those who attended. 
Through force of habit we often term 
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a message as about the best we ever 
heard, but it is contrary to habit that 
I say I don’t believe I ever heard a 
more inspiring mission message than 
the one preached by our state over- 
seer, Brother E. L. Simmons. He re- 
called the mission journey of Paul, 
and then he started reminiscing the 
mission activities of our early Church 
eer ne and told of his personal 
nowledge of their sufferings and 
privations. Somehow it put within us 
a new. flame of fire to do more for 
those who have been called of the 
Lord to go to the less fortunates of 
this world. The mission offering was 
a fraction over a dollar per member 
for the total membership of this dis- 
trict. This was a little short of $700. 


For about 25 years there was not a 
new church established on the Miami 
District until about four years ago, 
and since that time we have five new 
churches. All the new churches seem 
to be moving right-along. The Home- 
stead Church, one of the newest, has 
built a new parsonage, and you could- 
n’t poe this edifice unless you 
knew the story in back of it. Brother 
Henderson, the pastor, was injured in 
a fall, and while he was suffering 
with this injury, he built the parson- 
age, wearing a brace to support a 
chipped disc in his back. The doctor 
advised him not to work; in fact, told 
him he may never be able to work 
again, but he would work a while and

PERHAPS one good way to decide whether or 
not the reading of a certain book or magazine is good, 
would be to ask oneself, “If the Lord Jesus came here 
just at this moment and saw me reading tiiis, would He 
be pleased? Can I ask His blessing upon the reading of 
this? Shall I be a better Christian when I have finished? 
Can I read it to the glory of God?” 

The Bible need never undergo this test! No matter how 
much in doubt we may be about other reading matter, 
God’s Word can always be read with safety and profit. 
Its reading can be a genuine pleasure to God’s children. 
Even the “wide” reading of the Bible is recommended; 
that is, reading it rapidly, much as one reads another 
book, to get a bird’s-eye view, and become familiar with 
its contents. 

Into the home, the life, the mind, the heart where the 
Bible has been dethroned and neglected is almost certain 
to come calamity sooner or later. Where the Bible is not 
on guard against the wicked devices of the enemy today, 
there is no defense. 

We fail to recognize the greatness of the Bible. Some 
will smile when someone suggests that it is God’s Word, 
that it is inspired, that it is sacred, and contains God’s 
message to individuals. Yet, it is surely the truth. The 
Bible refuses to reveal its secrets to a skeptical mind. But 
it does reveal them to a simple, believing heart that 
reads and accepts as God’s message what he reads. Happy 
is he who can truly say, “Thy word have I hid in my 
heart that I might not sin against thee.” 

The Bible is eternal. It has survived through the ages. 
Man has never been able to destroy it completely. Today 
it is more available than perhaps ever before, except in 
some lands where Satan’s emissaries have the upper 
hand for the moment. Contrast the Bible, then, with the 
popular newspaper, the light, trashy magazine, the sa- 
lacious volumes of filth so eagerly devoured by the pub- 
lic, the critical books written by learned but unbelieving 
men. All have their little day, then pass forever into ob- 
livion. Yesterday’s newspaper is thrown away. Last 
month’s magazine is seldom re-read. Books on science or 
invention very soon become obsolete and are worthless. All 
man-made and man-written matter is, like its maker, 
prone to pass away and be remembered no more. 

Not so with the precious Bible! “The grass withereth, 
and the flower thereof falleth away: but the word of the 
Lord endureth for ever” (1 Peter 1:24, 25). “For ever, O 
Lord, thy word is settled in heaven” (Psalms 119:89). 

Yes, ‘blessed is he that readeth”—the Bible! (Revela- 
tions 1:3.)
